Loss Will 
Be Great 
In County 


Leaf Is Wilting In Low 


Areas; 80 Percent 


Unharvested 


Dane and Rock counties' $4,000,- 


000 tobacco crop was swept by one 
of the most disastrous frosts in. re- 
cent years early this morning, and 
the damage done throughout the 
southern and western 
portions of 
the state will mount into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, according to 
estimates this afternoon. 


Twenty thousand 
acres of leaf 
lie within the confines of Dane and 
Rock counties according to fig'ures 
furnished by the Tobacco Reporter 
at Edgerton today. Not more than 
20 per cent of this tobacco has been 
harvested. 
A total of 14,000 acres 


are in Dane county alone. 


The heaviest 
damage in 
Dane 
county was reported 
from 
Sun 
Prairie and Morrisonville sections. 
These lowland areas report that the 
tobacco was nipped so badly that 
the plants are literally wilting un- 
der the light sunshine today. 


All of the 
tobacco in 
the low 
ranges was touched. In the higher 
areas, where the wind set in be- 
fore the frost had done much dam- 
age, the top leaves only were nip- 
ped. 


In Vernon and Crawford counties 


the heaviest frosts were reported 
but in these northern sections at 
least 50 per cent of the leaf was al- 
ready harvested 
and in the sheds. 


In the southern sections almost 80 
per cent of the 
crop is 
tmhar- 
vested. This is the case in Dane 
and Rock counties. 
A. C. Johnson, 
secretary 
and 


treasurer of the Northern Wisconsin 
Tobacco Pool in Madison, announc- 
ed that only meager reports have 
been received at the pool offices. 
Lars Lein, vice president of the 


pool, reported .that the 
damage 


around Edgerton was considerable. 


•\VMle the tobacco crop will not be 


a total loss in any section, the leaf 
touched will not be good for any- 
thing except stemming. 
Com was damaged in some sec- 
tions, but the loss generally was 
slight. 


Damage in Other Counties. 


LA CROSSE, Wi*1.—The tobacco 


crop was 
badly 
damaged by a 


heavy frost in western Wisconsin 
this morning, according to reports 
received from Vernon, Monro and 
La 
Crosse 
counties. Practically 


one-fourth of the crop remained to 
be cut. The thermometer dropped 
to 33.8 at 6 this morning.

BERLIN—Germany is prepared 


to enlist private property in in- 
dustry, commerce, finance and ag- 
riculture as a pledge for the pay- 
ment of her reparation obligations 
if she is assured that the Ruhr and 


j Rhinelartd will be restored, Chan-

The revolt in Spain centers in that hot-bed of Spanish 


agitation, the district of Catalonia with its populous capital 
of Barcelona. This has long ibeen the scene of Carlist con- 
spiracy and revolt seeking to restore the Carlist dynasty: 
line. It is also the center of the Separatist movment which 
seeks to make the great commercial area aroond Barcelona, 
a separate state of southern Spain, detached from Madrid 
as the center of northern Spain. 


. Catalonia also has been the main rendezvous for the 


extreme agitationist elements, including Spansh anarchista 
and so-called modernists. 


It is notable from the dispatches that, the present 


movement is not dynastic, as the manifesto issued by Cap- 
tain General Revera is directed against professional politi- 
cians for "seizing the power and annihilating the win of the' 
king." 


The military element has also taken a markedly sym- 


pathetic attitude toward the present royal family and in 
looked upon as one of its chief proponents as against the di^ 
cords of political elements and the agitation of extremists. 


The recent Spanish reverses in Morocco have added a 


new element of. discontent and political rivalry.

intimated- that -an. earthquake and 
possibly some great disaster' had 
overtaken that section. 


"W-e -began calling Yokohama by 


radio and other stations and ships 
but received no answer, although 
we continued this all night. 


"As- we were approaching Yoko- 


hama on the night of Sept. 2 we ob- 
served the sky was red. The lights 
were not burning on the breakwat- 
er, but we entered Tolrio bay 
at 


midnight' by moonlight. Yokohama 
was a seething mass of flames. It 
was then we got the first real in- 
formation of the great catastrophe. 


"We immediately launched 
our 


lifeboats and began rescue work 
and the harbor was one scene of 
pandemonium as the hrsndreds, yes, 
thousands, of small craft carried on 
tKeir work of 'taking those alive to 
the ships. 


"With only 30 hours water 
on 


board, we had planned to take wa- 
ter at Yokohama. We returned' to 
Kobe, carrying as many refugees is 
we could handle. 


"We received refugees from many 


of the ships in the harbor and then 
returned to Kobe with a capacity 
load, o'ur lifeboats, being, pressed in- 
to service and all our crew was busy 
for hours in the relief work. 


"It was pitiable 'to see the thou- 


sands of injured and wounded, many 
being so badly burned that we could 


will, appear in court in. Milwaukee 
tomorrow for a hearing.
